This is an ex- 
ample of the’ silly things people do 
which add to the death toll from 
lightning. 

Nine out of 10 fatalities from , 
lightning occur in rural areas, ac- | 
j cording to a survey of the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Co. City dwellers 
are relatively safe, partly because 
the steel structures of tall buildings | 
act as lightning conductors. 

People ‘in the country are more
